1 . GUINEAN INTENTIONS RE MINISTERIAL VISIT (OR VISITS) 

TO WASHINGTON HAVE NOT FIRMED. SEKOU CAMARA TOLD 
AMBASSADOR AND DCM IN CONVERSATIONS JUNE 3 AND 6 
THAT SANGARE WOULD PROBABLY NOT GO AT ALL. CAMARA 
ADDED IN GREAT CONFIDENCE THAT PRESIDENT WAS NOW 
CONSIDERING INVITATION TO "A SENIOR AMERICAN PERSON- 
ALITY" TO VISIT CONAKRY. THIS WOULD BE DESIGNED TO PERMIT 
"A RESOLUTION OF ALL OUTSTANDING BILATERAL DIFFICULTIES". 

A PERSONAL INVITATION FROM SEKOU TOURE MIGHT BE DE- 
LIVERED IN WASHINGTON BY HIS BROTHER (AND MEMBER OF 
THE POLITBURO) ISMAEL TOURE, PERHAPS IN LATE JUNE, 

CAMARA SAID. 

2. IN RESPONSE TO IDEAS LIKE THIS EMBASSY IS TAKING 
LINE THAT HIGH LEVEL VISITS IN EITHER DIRECTION COULD 
BE CONSTRUCTIVE ONLY IF THE SUBSTANCE TO BE DISCUSSED 
AND THE DIFFERENCES TO BE RESOLVED WERE TALKED THROUGH 
AND SETTLED IN ADVANCE. REQUEST DEPARTMENT NOT RAISE

FINALLY HAS GRASPED THAT FAPULITATION SOVIET RECONNAISSANCE 
DEPLOYMENTS AGAINST US ATLANTIC FLEET IS A SERIOUS BAR 
TO IMPROVED RELATIONS. FOR REASONS WITH WHICH WE ARE 
FAMILIAR. TOURE IS RELUCTANT TOCURB THESE FLIGHTS AND 
MAY HOPE THAT HIS PERSONAL CHARISMATIC IMPACT ON A SENIOR

TERESTS. IN THIS CONNECTION, BY RELEASING 10,000 MT
